The request was made late 
in yesterday's session of the Com- 
mittee on Pacific and Far Eastern 
Questions. 

With ‘his proposal the Chinese 
placed before the conference the 
fourth specific Far Eastern question 
so far raised. The status of the first 
three is as follows: 

1. Proposed abolition of the right 
of extraterritoriality. A committee 
of nine delegates, headed by Senator 
Lodge, is investigating and has re- 
ported it ‘as made progress.” A 
resolution is being drafted. 

2.. Proposed increase of China's 
tariff, with guarantee of China's ul- 
timate control of her own customs 
duties—no rerort made by the com- 
mittee, of which Senator Underwood 
is chairman. A session is scheduled 
for today. 

3. Proposed withdrawal of for- 
eign postoffices from China—on this 
the Gommittee yesterday adopted a 
resolution with only a single line left 
blank, the first definite action it has 
taken in respect to China’s problems. 

e Date Left Blank. 

THe resolution adopted begins in 
the ‘Conventional style of questions 
drawn for China's benefit. The Pow- 
ers recognize the justice of China's 
claim: they are ready to withdraw 
their postoffices except from the 
leased territories when they are con- 
vineed (a) “that an efficient Chinese 
postal service is maintained,”’ and 
(b); “that an assurance is given by 
the Chinese Government that they 
contemplate no change in the pres- 
ent postal administration so far as 
the status of the foreign co-director- 
general is concerned.”

The Principles of the Southeastern 
Express Company are expressed tin 
the following language: Open routes, 
open rates from point to ,point, com- 
petitive service, operation of through 
cars in the avoldance of transfer en 
route, and recognition of slippers 
routing. 


Bo far as the public te concerned, 
the conduct of the express business 
by the several express companies 
should be the same as if one express 
company had hanfdiled the traffic. 


The system of express rates hereto- 
fore observed by all express com- 
panies was originally prescribed by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
Under this aystem of rates the eleven 
or more expre3’s companies then in 
existence were treated as a unit and 
the rates applied from point to point, 
either locally or over a single line of 
one express company or jointly over 
the lines ef two or more express com- 
panies, via a!l available routes. 


All of the express companies were 
ordered and required to establish 
jointly and publish the through rates 
as prescribed, applicable between al! 
points reached by the lines of the 
several companies. This system of 
rates, promulgated in the public in 
terest, remained in effect from Feb. 
1, 1914, the date upon which it was 
ordered established, to May 1, 1921 
when the Southeastern Express Com- 
pany commenced operations over the 
Southern Railway system lines.

The Southeastern was willing and 
anxious to continue this uniform and 
national system of rates in full! force 
and effect just as the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission intended it should 


eastern participation in any Jjojnt 
rates or routes between points where

By these restrictions the American 
Company canceled our joint rates be- 
tween all commron points and be- 
tween common or competitive points 
and exclusive offices of either com- 
pany so as to compe! the traffic to 
be moved over single line routes, a!- 
though many of the joint routes thus 
closed were imperatively necessary in 
the public tnterest and were superior 
in point of time and service for the 
single line routes left open. By this 
action the American Company sought 
to deny, and did deny, to the pablic 
the benefit of through routes between 
important points tn the United States 
which followed main lines of travel, 
were the most direct in point of time 
and in cennection with which supe 
rior passenger train scheduies were 
and are operated. Many of these 
routes which were closed by the ar- 
bitrary action of the American Com- 
pany were extensively used by that 
company prior to May 1, 1921, and 
had been so used because these routes 
furnished to the public the quickest 
and best service possible.

“One of Earth’s Bravest Souls.’” 

“There goes one of the earth’s 
bravest souls,’’ I thought as I looked 
after her. A temperance union in 
Japan, of all places, is an uphill 
piece of work, because sake (wine) 
is used in almost every feast and 
ceremony, whether private, of- 
ficial oor _ religious. But when 
the WwW. Cc. Ff. UU. chose Mra. 
Yajima to organize a branch of that 


society in Japan in 1895 they had se- 


cured an*indomitable fighter. She 
had already organized a Purity 
League in 1880, and was well on the 
way in a social reform program 
when she added the temperance 
cause to her list. Her agitation has 
been the means of arousing senti- 
ment for moral living and better 
home conditions; there is no class 
of society in Japan which has not 
been influenced by her work. In the 
number of obstacles overcome and 
the amount of good accomplished 
Mrs. Yajima stands first in Japan 
and among perhaps a dozen in the 
whole world. She would dare any- 
thing for her cause; and wouldn't 
recognize defeat if she met it a hun- 
dred times. To illustrate—she has 
presented a bill against the concu- 
binage system at every Diet since 
the first Diet was organized in Japan 
in 1890, and has not yet given up 
hope; she expects it to pass at the 
next one. 
Her Visit Here in 1906. 

When 86 years old she marched 
at the head of several thousand Jap- 
anese women to the Governor’s of- 
fice to ask him to prohibit the re- 


. opening of a licensed vice quarter 


in the city of Osaka. 

She was 74 when she came to the 
United States of America for the 
first time, in 1906, when she came to 
speak at the World’s Convention of 
the W. C. T. U. in Boston. And she 
also called upon President Roose- 
velt to thank him for mediating 
peace between Russia and Japan at 
the close of the Rusgso-Japan war. 
She enjoyed that trip so much that 
she went to the World’s Convention 
in London in 1920. And now she 
has come to the United States of 
America to be in Washington at the 
time of the conference on the limi- 
tation of armaments, to tell the 
hopes of the women of Japan for 
world’s peace through limitation of 
armaments. 

The Emperor of Japan decorated 
Mrs. Yajima in 1915 in recognition 
of her services for the women of Ja- 
pan; all her countrywomen think of 
her as their friend; every girl in a 
large Presbyterian school in Tokio, 
where she was the head teacher for 
more than 40 years, think of her as 
a mother; but Mrs. Yajima thinks of 
every woman in the world as sister. 

At Woman’s Press Club. 

A few days after her arrival] in 
New York Mrs. Yajima was a guest 
of the Woman’s Press Club of New 
York. When she entered the room 
the audience rose and cheered her. 
Then she told us why she had come 
to America against the wishes and 
advice of her family, who thought 
that she was much too old to cross 
the ocean. She said she felt she must 
come and thank the women of this 
great land for their help and in- 
spiration to the women of Japan in 
all their advancement; the reforms 
for Japanese womanhood had been 
possible by the devotion of a few 
good American women who had 
come to Japan a half century ago to 
reveal to the Oriental women the 
dignity of womanhood. 

“We feel that the American wom- 
en are the most wonderful women in 
the world,” said she, “and when I 
made known my determination to 
come to America thousands of wom- 
en wrote letters asking me to bring 
their messages, too. So that is how 
I happen to have the signatures of 
more than 10,000 women to the mes- 
sage I bear. The message reads: 
‘Japanese womanhood prays for the 
success of the Washington confer- 
ence and the dawn of a new epoch

er-by turn and stare rudely as if it 
were his privilege, at an average type 
of the girl of today; when in gather- 
ings of, women one hears mothers 
comparing notes, despairingly, on 
some new departure in dress, deport- 
ment, amusement, philosophy, their 
Dorothys or Katherines or Helens 
have adopted; when everywhere and 
every day one hears—prompted by 
the sight or the tale of the actions vf 
the girl of the period—fiom average 
distinterested observers, the exclama- 
tion, “What are our young girls com- 
ing to?”—one begins to wonder if 
anywhere there is anybody ready to 
say a word in defense of the modern 
young girl. 

That Elinor Glyn should ba 
shocked at our girls is, in itself, a 
rather forceful commentary on the 
girls, for the author of “Three 
‘ Weeks,” “The Visits of Elizabeth,” 
and other novels in similar vein. 
should not be easily shocked. It is 
because, while shocked at certaln 
aspects of the girl as she ooserved 
rer during a recent visit to this 
country, she is able to discuss her 
in more tolerant mood than some 
ef our professional déenunciators, 
that Mrs. Glyn’s analysis offers a 
basis for sane discussion by muid- 
tempered folk, possibly more inti- 
mately acquainted with the girls 
themselves than are some of their 
critics. 

There are many observations in 
Mrs. Glyn’s article with which peo- 
ple who have eyes to see and ears 
to hear are bound to agree. But is 
she not as an outsider, forced te 
judge by externals only? Are there 
not others who know American girls 
more intimately, who are better 
able to judge? And if so, won't they 
come forward and tell what they 
know of the girls of today? 

Elinor Glyn says: 

“The condition in America today 
in regard to the young people, and 
“specially the young girls and 
women, is very disquieting and does 
net look as though it were i:aprov- 
ing. And the thing is of national im- 
portance, for the girls are the po- 
tential mothers of the coming gen- 
eration—and what race can stand 
against the ravages of a set of in- 
competent mothers?” 

Is this true? I have asked the 
principal of the largest girls’ school 
in the city, the woman member of 
the School Board, a woman leader 
in social and civic activities, a wo- 
man social leader of an older regime, 
to consider from their vantage 
oints the Glyn presentation uf the 
subject and I shall ask others of 
authority to express views which 
will be set forth in later instal.- 
ments on this page. Possibly the per - 
sons most concerned, the. girls 
themselves may have something to 
say on behalf of themselves, and 
that would be elucidation worth 
while of the subject which ts agi; 
tating not only this country, but 
cthers, for in England a newspaper 
discussion of the modern young gir 
ras been running for months, with 
every person of consequence or not 
—in the Empire—taking part. 

Let any others, after reading the 
following passages from Mrs. Glyn’'s 
analysis, come forward and expres; 
any opinions they may have, on the 
modern young girl, addressing ‘hen- 
selves to the editor of the Women’s 
lage of the Post-Dispatch. 

“Has chastity, mental and physical, 
the same value it used to possess?” 
asks Elinor Glyn. “Is the doing of 
unpleasant duty as frequent? Ig rev- 
erence for religion of any sect, or 
any belief, as high? Is respect for 
parents as profound? Is unselfish- 
ness as common? Is the meaning of 
a bargain as well understood?” 

Then she goes on to declare: 

“If you were telling the truth you 
would be obliged to admit that mor- 
ality—meaning by that word the 
generally accepted physical sense of 
it, and not the spiritual, broader in- 
terpretation—is at a very low level; 
that a sense of duty among the rising 
generation has become merged in a 
sense of personal gain; that rever- 
ence for anything, be it religion, age 
or achievement, is almost unknown; 
that parents are mere ciphers or pro- 

viders of dollars; that unselfishness 
or self-sacrifice, in the young is un- 
seen, and not pride in the honor of 
a given word, is the most frequent 
conception of the meaning of a bar- 
gain.” 

Further indictments of the young 
girl are as follows: 

“Amusements to kill time, not to 
give recreation, are the goal of 
each day. 

“Drugs under various forms 
have to be resorted to to produce 
new sensations. 

“She gives her caresses lightly 
to one after another. - 

“In the dressing room of fash- 
ionablie dances there is almost al- 
ways a maid ready instantly with 
rouge, lipstick, eyebrow pencil] and 
powders—scratching matches for 
the girls’ cigarettes and taking 
care of their which they 
remove before im to dance,

American girls at a low 
level? 

Does the girl of today 
give her caresses lightly 
to one after another? 

What of the rouge, the 
lipstick, the eyebrow 
pencil, the cigarettes and 
the checking of corsets 
before the dance?

“Think of the modern young 
Americcn girl, seen in every town 
and every city in this great coun- 
try,” she exclaims, “She is the live- 


‘liest physical creature since the age 


of the Greeks, and has the brightest 
mentality—if it w.re only used. The 
irony is,” she says, “that the bodies 
of women are growing more beauti- 
ful with every year. Science is elim- 
inating much disease; mechanical 
devices are removing the strain of 
over-hard work, the excuse for the 
physic..l failings has grown less and 
less. But alas! It seems that it is 
the soul which is absent from these 
beautiful bodies, and the spirit 
which urges human beings on to 
noble deeds.” 

In her second article Mrs. Glyn 
holds the mothers largely responsi- 
ble for the shortcomings of the 
daughters. 

“Where is the noble spirit gone 
that made faithful wives cross des- 
erts in wagons to seek fortune with 
their men? Wealth and comfort 
seem to have drugged it to sleep. 

“If the girls ese the mother lead 
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ing an idle, useless life, the victim of 
some habit, drug or cigarette or 
bridge—or killing time in some other 
aimless way, what is likely, in logic, 
to be their point of view? That to 
ge* pleasure while youth lasts is the 
best aim. 

“Or if the mother is a good un- 
selfish woman, in a less fortunate 
grade of society, and is slaving all 
day so that her girls may dress and 
go out and indulge in pleasure, how 
can the. minds of these spoilt chil- 
dren be impressed with any idea but 
that the mother is a poor creature 
of no account, a dear old fool at 
best.” 

And just a little of the burden of 
blame she places upon the shoulders 
of the men. 

‘The American man has shown 
her (the modern young girl) that ste 
has to make no effort to please h's 
MIND, because his mind, fixed on 
business and the amassing of fortune 
is not active in his leisure moments 
dy, and 

oO are 
the things he chiefly wants satisfied. 
And the souls of either sex are more 
or leas asleep.”’

changed by Mrs. Amelia E. McCud- 
den, the British war mother, whom 
her countrywomen sent to do honor 
to America’s unknown soldier, and 
Mrs. R. Emmett Digney, who, as 
president of American War Mothers, 
stood with Mrs. McCudden beside the 
unknown soldier’s tomb. New York 
State war mothers, who entertained 
Mrs. McCudden at luncheon, have 
been summoned to join in this new 
move toward what M. Briand un- 
doubtedly would call “moral disar- 
mament.’’ 


A slender, desolate Mater Dolo- 
rosa, looking too frail in her black 
dress and hat to bear the weight of 
the Victoria Cross and the 13 other 
medals she wore—decorations won 
by her three sons who perished in the 
great war—Mrs. McCudden stood si- 
lently at the center of a long table 
in the rose room of the Hotel Astor. 
Near her stood another slender figure 
wearing the khaki—Lieut. F. J. 
Kersley of the Rifle Brigade, who 
accompanied Mrs. McCudden and 
her pretty, blue-eyed daughter, 
Kathleen, to this country. In front 
of them were grouped 200 women 
wearing the red and white “War 
Mother” badge over their hearts. 

Lieut. Kersley, who serves as Mrs. 
McCudden’s official spokesman, had 
just explained that she was not sent 
to this country by the British Gov- 
ernment but by British mothers. 

“That’s why she is here,” he told 
the 200 war mothers of New York. 
“She lost three sons in the war—one 
of them was a hero who won the 
Victoria Cross. I could tell you how 
they hated war. I’ve seen war and 
I hate war. But mothers see war as 
no one else sees it, hate it as no one 
else can hate it. We're not going to 
allow them to make war in the fu- 
ture. Mothers are going to stop war. 

“Last week the head of the Phila- 
delphia war mothers, at their recep- 
tion to Mrs. McCudden, said that she 
wished they could give some definite, 
tangible expression of their desire 
that war should end. And Mrs. Dig- 
ney turned to Mrs. McCudden—I am 
sorry I did not memorize the exact 
words, but I can give you the sub- 
stance—and said: ‘I pledge with al! 
my heart and soul that I will never, 
by voice or word, assist my country 
in armed conflict against your coun- 
try.” And Mrs. McCudden gave her 
pledge to Mrs. Digney.
